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CARLISLE PLEADS

Vt ANTS T H E CURRENCY BILL 
SEEN TO AT ONCE. 


.Committee on Rules Refused to Aid 
Him tn Pushing the M atter to 
Adoption Before 
the 
Christmas 
Recess—Hawaiian Correspondence 
Sent to the Senate. 
V? a s h i n g ton, Bec. 19.—(Special)— 
Secretary Carlisle was a t capitol to­ 
day urging action on his bill before 
the house before the holiday recess. 
T he committee on rules refused to aid 
him. 
The secretary of the navy sent 
copies of the Hawaiian correspond 
ence to the senate today. 
N otw ith­ 
standing the fact th a t the debate on 
the currency bill was scheduled to 
begin in the house yesterday less 
than one hundred members were pres 
ent when Speaker Crisp dropped the 
gavel and the attendance in the pub­ 
lic galleries was very light. 
Directly 
after the call of committees for re­ 
ports, therefore, the chairman of the 
banking 
and 
currency 
committee 
moved th at the house go into commit­ 
tee of the whole for consideration of 
the measure. 
His motion prevailed 
w ithout division and Mr. Richardson* 
of Tennessee took the chair. 
Mr. 
W alker of Massachusetts, in charge of 
the 
opposition 
to 
the 
measure, 
gave notice th a t 
a t 
the 
proper 
tim e 
he 
would 
offer 
a 
sub­ 
stitute. 
Mr. Springer, before enter­ 
ing upon his argum ent, attem pted to 
effect an arrangem ent by unanimous 
consent for setting the lim its of debate. 
He asked th at general debate ^should 
be considered closed on Saturday next, 
when the holiday recess would be 
taken. When Springer’s request was re­ 
ferred Mr. Simpson of Kansas 
ob 
jected. 
The attem pts to reach an 
agreem ent having failed, Mr. Springer 
took the floor and delivered the open 
ing speech in favor of the currency 
bill. 
The great importance of the 
pending measure, he began, could not 
be more effectively emphasized than 
by 
referring 
to 
the 
report 
of 
the 
comptroller of 
the currency 
which showed th a t last year there 
w ere 8,000,000 depositors in national 
banks having a capital stock aggregat­ 
ing 
$1,009,000,000. 
Their 
deposits 
amounted 
to 
$4,220,000,000. 
M r 
Springer declared th at the committee 
had given the subject the most carefu 
consideration. 
It had carefully ex­ 
amined the recommendations of the 
President and the secretary of the 
treasury; had called before it some 
' of the 
ablest 
financiers 
in 
the 
country and the result had been 
the 
presentation 
of 
the 
pend­ 
ing measure 
as 
a 
measure 
of 
financial reform. 
Mr. Springer pro­ 
ceeded to detail a t length the scheme 
of the bill, reviewing much of the 
ground covered in his report which has 
already been printed. 
Mr. Sickles of 
New York interrupted Mr. Springer 
to ask him how he reconciled the 
second and fifth sections of the bill. 
The second provided th at the note 
holders should have a first lien on the 
assets of the bank issuing them ; the 
fifth gave the association of banks 
contributing to the safety fund a first 
lien on the assets. 
Mr. Springer re­ 
plied th a t the proposed act gave the 
bill holders the first lien on the assets, 
the banking association a first lien on 
the “rem aining” assets. 
“In case of panic, if half the banks 
in this proposed system,” inquired Mr. 
Mahon of Pennsylvania, “should fail, 
would the other half be assessed to re­ 
deem the failed banks’ notes?” 
“Certainly.’’ 
“ That is, the solvent banks would 
be bankrupted to aid the insolvent?” 
“There would be no such result,” 
replied Mr. Springer; “ if all the banks 
should fail under this system the note 
holders would be secure.” 
In answer to an inquiry by Mr. 
Simpson of Kansas Mr. Springer ad­ 
m itted th a t time alone could deter­ 
mine the amount of circulation which 
would be taken out under any law, 
but th a t as far as the retirem ent of 
the legal tenders was concerned, for 
every dollar deposited in the treasury 
by the banks $2 in circulating notes 
would be issued. 
Mr. Springer gave notice th at a t the 
proper time he would offer sundry 
amendments looking to the perfection 
of the bill, among them one perm itting 
the deposit of currency certificates is­ 
sued under the act of 1872, $54,000,000 
of which 
were 
outstanding. 
Springer explained th a t he did not op­ 
pose the repeal of the tax on state 
banks as a separate 
measure, but 
when made a part of a general system 
of financial reform he considered it 
safe, although he was frank to say th a t 
he would prefer simply national bank 
circulation. 
Mr. W alker (rep., Mass.), in charge 
of the opposition to the measure, then 
took the floor. 
He spoke Of his own 
bill and its superiority over the Car­ 
lisle bill. 
He expressed his hope th a t 
the bill would be passed in plaee of the 
Carlisle bilk 
While contrasting his 
bill w ith th at of Mr. Carlisle he dwelt 
' upon the advantages of divorcing trade 
from the government, of allowing 
banks to proceed under the laws of 
trade, not the laws of commerce. 
The 
Bank of France furnished an analogy. 
The Bank of France would pay in sil­ 
ver, if silver would do as wall as gold. 
Ii the purposes for which the money 
was to be used required gold, gold 
would be paid in any quantity. 
The 
law s of congress could be defied, the 
law s of trade never. 


Mr. Trecey (dem., N. Y.) interrupted 
to ask if his bill would retire the Sher­ 
man notes. 
“ Yes, sir,” replied Mr. Walker. 
His 
bill, he declared, would bring the 
country back to the old democratic 
currency doctrines of Jackson and 
Benton. 
The banks when it was in 
operation would hold $250,000,000 of 
gold and $250,000,000 of silver. 
Mr. Hall (dem., Mo.) contended the 
Carlisle bill was opposed by the na­ 
tional banks becausd they preferred 
the Baltimore plan. They opposed the 
Carlisle bill on account of the fifth 
section, which made the banks solely 
responsible for their issues. 
Mr. Henderson of North Carolina re­ 
ported the postoffice appropriation bill 
and the house adjourned.

An inspection 
of the bank’s books yesterday after­ 
noon showed th at the records of both 
Huntington and Hendricks, the receiv­ 
ing teller, were defective, but it is 
claimed th at Huntington admitted to 
Director F. O. Gleason th at the error 
was his.

GEORGE HUDSON, face badly cut. 
One boy is still missing and is be­ 
lieved to be buried in the debris. 
The 
explosion occurred while the mill was 
shut down for a few moments, the 
boys flocking to the engine room to 
eat lunch. 
All the bodies were terri­ 
bly m utilated and almost unrecogniz­ 
able. 
The cause of the explosion has 
not been determined. John Haining, 
the engineer, stepped out of the room 
a moment before the explosion occurred 
and escaped uninjured. 
Heavenbach, 
one of the injured, was pinned under 
fallen timbers and bricks, and his 
screams were terrible. 
A dozen hands 
; went to his rescue, and when taken 
out he was found to be only slightly 
injured. 
Several of the boys were the 
only support of families. 
Some of the 
employes assert th at com plaint had 
been made of the bad condition of the 
boiler and th a t the firm had been 
asked to shut down long enough to 
make repairs, but this they deny. The 
coroner has employed several leading 
boiler makers to make an investiga­ 
tion. 
The pecuniary loss is small, the 
mill, which is separated from the 
boiler room by a few feet, being only 
slightly damaged.

M any Country Members W ant to Re 
turn to the Township System W hile 
City and Village Supervisors Are 
Against the Change—The Argu­ 
ments Advanced. 
“ Hew to care for Rock county’s 
poor,” is now being1 considered by a 
special committee of the board of su­ 
pervisors, under authority of a resolu 
tion of the board to investigate and 
report upon the propriety of returning 
to the township system. 
The special committee consists o 
Supervisors T. B. Bailey, of Beloit 
city; D. P. Smith, of Janesville; Robert 
More, of Bradford; K. Killam, of Mil­ 
ton; A. Powers, of Beloit town, anc 
W. P. Beni ley, of Edgerton, and they 
held their first meeting a t the court 
house yesterday afternoon. 
There seems to be a diversity o 
opinion among the members. 
Some 
of the country members are of the 
opinion th a t they are being taxed too 
heavily under the present system, 
claim ing th a t a large m ajority of the 
poor are from the cities and villages, 
and th at the burdens would be lighter 
under the township system,“ where 
each town, village and city would take 
care of its own poor. Village and city 
members centend th a t while under the 
county 
system 
it may appear as 
claimed by the country members, th at 
th e country members forget th a t these 
unfortunate people concentrate in the 
villages and cities, knowing th a t their 
w ants can be easier supplied, but th at 
in case the township system was in 
force these people would be compelled 
to register, and th a t invariably the 
lines would be so draw n th at such con­ 
centration would be impossible. 
License Question Up, Too. 
The question of license money was 
also considered, and it was on account 
of the refusal of the cities and villages 
to pay over fifty dollars for each li­ 
cense th at this question was brought 
before the board. 
The law requires 
th a t $50 for each liquor license grant­ 
ed shall be paid to the county for the 
rapport of 
the poor, provided the 
license money is not otherwise appro­ 
priated. 
For some years past this 
money has been “ otherwise appropri­ 
ated ,’’and the county received nothing. 
T he committee did not arrive a t any 
understanding a t their meeting yester­ 
day, but will meet again on next Wed­ 
nesday, when 
District 
Attorney 
W heeler will be called upon to explain 
th e law. 
A test case regarding the 
paym ent of the license money is now 
ponding in the supreme court, it being 
Rock County against the City of Edg­ 
erton, and a decision is expected in 
January. 
Mach will depend on the 
decision of this court. 
If the court 
decides th at the money must be paid, 
w hether it has been “ otherwise appro­ 
priated” oi not, the question of return­ 
ing to the township system will pron 
ably be dropped. 
Otheiwise it be c 
question for the board to consider at 
th eir January meeting. However,mem 
hers of the board who claim to be 
posted, insist th a t but very few of the 
tow ns would be benefitted, and th at a 
change, under any circumstances, is 
n o t likely to take place.

With a crash th a t made people think 
boiler had exploded, a scaffolding 
went down a t ihe new high cchool 
at I o'clock this afternoon. 
W ith it fell five men, all of whom 
were hurt. 
They are: 
FELIX O’BRIEN, bricklayer, severe 
scalp 
wound on left side of head. 
JACOB BAHK, bricklayer, injured In the 
back. 
OSCAR PITTSON, laborer, scalp wound. 
CHARLES WHITEFIELD,laborer, sprained 
and crushed foot. 
JACOB LAMBERT, laborer, internal injuries 
and wounds on bead and back. 
The accident occurred at the south 
east corner of the building on the up­ 
per floor. 
The scaffolding was about 
sixteen feet high and was constructed 
with heavy posts and covered with 
two-inch plank.

isrooklyn,N . Y., Dec. 16.—Rev.'D r 
Talm age to-day delivered the third of 
his series of ‘round the world sermons 
through the press, the subject being 
the “ Burning of the Dead,’* and the 
text: 
“ They have hands but thej' 
handle not, feet have they but they 
w alk not, neither speak they through 
their throat. 
They th at make them 
are like unto them .” Psalm 115:vii-viii. 
The life of the missionary is a lux­ 
urious and indolent life; Ilindooism is 
a life that ought not to be interfered 
w ith: Christianity is guilty of an im­ 
pertinence when it invades heathen­ 
dom; you must put in the same line of 
reverence Brahma, Buddha, Moham­ 
med and 
Christ. 
To refute these 
slanders and blasphemies now so pre­ 
valent, and to spread out before the 
Christian world the contrast between 
idolatrous and Christian countries, I 
preach 
this third 
sermon 
in my 
“ "round the world” series. 
In this discourse I take you to the 
very headquarters of heathendom, to 
the \ cry capital of Hindooism: for 
w hat Mecca is to the Mohammedan, 
and v. hat Jerusalem is to the Chris­ 
tian, Benares, India, is to the Hindoo. 
We arrived there in the evening, and 
the next morning we started out early, 
among other things to see the burning 
of the dead. 
We saw it, cremation 
not as many good people in America 
and England are now advocating it, 
gam ely, the burning of the dead in 
clean, and orderly, and refined crema­ 
tory, the hot furnace soon reducing the 
hum an form to a powder to be care­ 
fully preserved in an urn; but crema­ 
tion as the Hindoos practice it. 
We 
g o t into a boat and were rowed down 
th e river Ganges until we came op­ 
posite to where five dead bodies lay, 
four of them ■women wrapped in red 
garm ents, and a man wrapped in 
white. 
Our boat fastened, we waited 
and watched. 
High piles of wood 
were on the bank, and this wood is 
carefully weighed on large scales, ac 
.cording as the friends of the deceased 
can afford to pay for it. 
In many 
cases only a few sticks can be afforded- 
and the dead body is burned only a 
little,and then throw n into the Ganges. 
B ut where the relatives of the de­ 
ceased are well to do, an abundance of 
wood in pieces four or five feet long is 
purchased. 
Two or three layers of 
sticks are then put on the ground to 
receive the dead form. 
Small pieces 
of sandalwood are inserted to produce 
fragrance. 
The deceased is lifted 
from the resting place and put upon 
this wood. 
Then the cover is removed 
from the face of the corpse and it is 
bathed with w ater of the Ganges. 
Then several more layers of wood are 
put upon the body, and other sticks 
ar© placed on both sides of it, but the 
head and feet are left exposed. 
Then 
a quantity of grease sufficient to make 
everything inflammable is put on the 
wood, and into the mouth of the dead. 
Then one of the rich men in Benares, 
his fortune made in this way,furnishes 
the fire, and, 
after the priest has 
mumbled a few wrords, the eldest son 
w alks three times around the sacred 
pile, and then applies the torch, and 
the fire blazes up, and in a short time 
the body has become the ashes which 
relatives throw into the Ganges. 
Benares is imposing in the distance 
as you look at it from the other side of 
the Ganges. The forty-seven ghats, or 
flights of stone steps, reaching from the 
w ater’s edge to the buildings high up 
on the banks, mark a place for the as­ 
cent and descent of the sublimities. 
The eye is lost in the bewilderment of 
tombs, shrines, minarets, palaces and 
temples. It is the glorification of steps, 
the trium ph of stairways. 
But looked 
a t close by, the temples, though large 
and expensive, are anything but at­ 
tractive. 
The seeming gold in many 
cases turns out to be brass. 
The pre­ 
cious stones in the wall turn out to be 
paint. 
The marble is stucco. 
The 
slippery and disgusting steps lead you 
to images of horrible visage, and the 
flowers put upon the altar have their 
fragrance submerged by th at which is 
the opposite to aromatics. 
After you have seen the ghats, the 
two great things in Benares th at you 
m ust see are the Golden and Monkey 
temples. 
About the vast Golden tem- 


6he Is supposed to he a supernatural 
Xantippe, hence to her are brought 
flowers and rice, and here and there- 
the flowers are spattered with the 
blood of goats slain iii sacrifice. 
As we walk to-day through this Mon 
key temple we must not hit, or tease, 
or hurt one of them. Two Englishmen 
years ago lost their lives by the mal­ 
treatm ent of a monkey. Parsing along 
one of these Indian streets, a monkey 
did not soon enough get out of the 
way and one of these Englishmen 
struck it with his cane. 
Immediately 
the people and the priests gathered 
around these strangers, and the public 
w rath increased until the two English­ 
men were pounded to death for having 
struck a monkey. 
No land in all the 
world so reveres the monkey as India, 
as no other land has a temple called 
after it. One of the ra jahs of India 
spent 100,000 rupees in the marriage of 
two monkeys. 
A nuptial procession 
was formed in which moved camels, 
elephants, tigers, cattle and palanquins 
of richly dressed people. Bands of music 
sounded the wedding march. 
Dancing 
parties kept the night sleepless. It was 
twelve days before the monkey and 
monkeyess wrere free from their round 
of gay attentions. 
In no place but In­ 
dia could such a carnival have oc­ 
curred. 
But, after all, while we can 
not approve of the monkey temple, the 
monkey is sacred to hilarity. 
I defy 
any one to watch a Monkey one min­ 
ute w ithout laughter. 
Why was this 
creature 
made? 
For 
the 
world’s 
amusement. 
The mission of some ani­ 
mals is left doubtful and we can not 
see the use of this or th at quadruped, 
or this or th at insect, but the mission 
of the ape is certain; all around the 
world it entertains. 
W hether seated 
at the top of this temple in India, or 
cutting up its antics on the top of a 
hand organ, it stirs the sense of the 
ludicrous; tickles the diaphragm into 
cachinnation; topples gravity into play, 
and accomplishes th at for which it was 
created. 
The eagle, and the lion, and 
the gazelle, and the robin no more cer­ 
tainly have their mission than has the 
monkey. 
But it implies a low form of 
Hindooism when this embodied mim­ 
icry of the human race is lifted into 
worship. 
In one of the cities for the 
first time in my life I had an oppor- 
i tunity of talking with a Fakir, or a 


j Hindoo who has renounced the world 
J and lives on alms. 
He sat under a 
rough covering ort a platform of brick. 
He was covered w ith the ashes of the 
dead, and was at the time rubbing 
more of those ashes upon his arms 
and legs. 
He understood and spoke 
English. 
I said to him, “ How long 
have you been seated here?” He re­ 
plied, “ Fifteen years.” 
“Have those 
idols which I see power to help or de­ 
stroy?” He 
said, 
“No: they only 
represent God. 
There is but one God.” 
Question—When people die where do 
they go to? 
Answer—That depends upon w hat 
they have been doing. 
If they have 
been doing good, to heaven; if they 
have been doing evil, to hell. 
Question—But do you not believe in 
the transm igration of souls, and that 
after death we go into birds or animals 
of some sort. 
Answer—Yes; the last 
creature a 
man is thinking of while dying is the 
one into which he will go. 
If he is 
thinking of a bird he will go into a 
bird; and if he is thinking of a cow he 
will go into a cow. 
Question—I thought you said that at 
death the soul goes to heaven or hell? 
Answer—He goes there by a gradual 
process. 
It may take him years and 
years. 
Question—Can any one become a Hin­ 
doo? Could I become a Hindoo? 
Answer—Y >, you could. 
Question—How could I become a 
Hindoo? 
Answer—By doing as the Hindoos 
do. 
But as I looked upon the poor, filthy 
wretch, bedaubing himself w ith the 
ashes of the dead, I thought the last 
thing on earth I would w ant to be­ 
come would be a Hindoo. 
I expressed 
to a missionary who overheard the 
conversation between the Fakir and 
myself my amazement at some of the 
doctrines the Fakir announced. 
The 
missionary said: “The Fakirs are very 
accommodating, and supposing you to 
he a friend of Christianity, he an 
nounced the theory of one God, and 
th a t of rewards and punishments. ” 
And now as 
to the 
industrious 
malignment of missionaries: It has 
been said by some travelers after their 
return to America or England th at the 
missionaries are living a life full of in­ 
dolence and luxury. 
That is a false­ 
hood th at I would say is as high as 
heaven if it did not go down in the op 
posite 
direction. 
When 
strangers 


missionary ground being th at of fur­ 
nishing for a large funeral the chief 
object of interest. 
So far from living 
in idleness, no men on earth work so 
hard as the missionaries now in the 
foreign field. Against fearful odds, and 
with three millions 
of 
Christians 
opposed 
to 
two 
hundred 
and 
fifty millions of Hindoos, Moham­ 
medans and other false religions, 
these 
missionaries are 
trying 
to 
take India for God. 
Let the good peo­ 
ple of America, and England, and 
Scotland, and of all Christendom add 
99% per cent to their appreciation of 
the fidelity and consecration of foreign 
missionaries. 
Far away from home, 
in an exhausting climate, and com­ 
pelled to send their children to Eng­ 
land, Scotland or America so as to es­ 
cape the corrupt conversation and be­ 
havior of the natives, these men and 
women of God toil on until they drop 
into their graves. 
But they will get 
their chief appreciation when their 
work is over and the day is won, as it 
will be won. 
No place in heaven will 
be too good for them. 
Some of the 
ministers at home who live on salaries 
of #4,000 or $5,000 a year, preaching 
the gospel of him who had not where 
to lay his head, will enter heaven and 
be welcomed, and while looking for a 
place to sit down, they will be told: 
“ Yonder in th at lower line of thrones 
you will take your places. 
Not on the 
thrones nearest the king; they are re­ 
served for the missionaries!” 
Meanwhile let all Christendom be 
thrilled with gladness. 
About 25,000 
converts in Int’ia every year under the 
Methodist missions, and about 25,000 
converts under the Baptist missions, 
and about 75,000 converts under all 
missions every year.

a curiosity for travelers to

at. 
All India will be taken for Christ. 
If any one has any disheartenm ents let 
him keep them as his own private prop­ 
erty: he is welcome to all of them. But 
if any man has any encouragement to 
utter, let him utter them. 
W hat we 
w ant in the church and the world is 
less croaking owls of the night and 
more morning larks w ith spread wing 
ready to meet the 
advancing 
day. 
Fold up Naomi and Windham, and 
give us Ariel or Mount Pisgah, or Cor­ 
onation. 
I had the joy of preaching 
in many of the cities of India, and see­ 
ing the dusky faces of the natives 
illuminated with heavenly anticipa­ 
tions. 
In Calcutta while the congre­ 
gation were yet seated I took my de­ 
parture for a railroad train. I preached 
t>y the watch up to the last minute. A 
swift carriage brought me to the sta­ 
tion not more than half a minute be­ 
fore starting. 
I came nearer to miss­ 
ing the train than I hope any one of 
us will come to missing heaven.
